flying Fortress and its crew, but 
destination unknown.

Rate Not Approved 


By Tax Commissioner 


In an official list of the tax rates 
of the cities and towns of the 
state, it is to be noted that the 
1943 rates are generally less. This 
list has reached the editor of the 
Press and it is to be noted that 
the rates given and announced by 
thirty-five communities have not 
been approved by the Commission- 
er of Corporations and Taxation, 
Henry F. Long. Northfield is num- 
bered among them. However this 
does not invalidate the local figure 
as the local Board of Assessors 
have determined the amount to be 
r@ised. Evidently Mr. Long feels 
that the local rate is too low, as 
in the cases of the others. How- 
ever Northfield as a community js 
still solvent and able to meet its 
obligations. Local taxpayers are 
of the opinion that the rate here 
is high enough and even falls heav- 
ily on many. Our assessors are 
competent men and have studied 
the situation carefully before es- 
tablishing any figures and their 
decision should be and is final.. 
The only admonition needed is.to 
our citizens, the voters, who are 
reminded that care should be taken 
in granting the appropriations at 
the annual town meeting. Those 
officials or departments who are 
anxious to increase their spending 
should think carefully and econo- 
mize in their requests. Money 
doesn’t grow on trees, it comes 
from the sweat and work of our 
people, many of whom can ill- 
afford to pay, even the present tax 
rate.

Fight To Save Elms 

The fight to save the elms of 
Massachusetts has become a home- 
front struggle, according to the 
ninth annual report of the Massa- 
chusetts Committee on Dutch Elm 
Disease. 

“Eleven known diseased trees 
have been found in the western 
section of the state, and thus the 
fight becomes of critical import- 
ance to each town and city. It 1s 
no longer a matter of interest only 
to the states and the federal gov- 
ernment,” says Secretary Harris 
Reynolds. 

The struggle has been compli- 
cated this summer by the man- 
power shortage caused by the war. 
While scouting for diseased tre:s 
has been as thorough as possible 
with reduced funda and man-pow- 
er, it is probable that diseased elms 
may have escaped notice. This is 
a matter of vital importance—for 
from diseased trees not discovered 
and burned the bark beetles carry 
the spores of the disease like an 
army of paratroopers and thus it 
invades new territory. The fight

Jap Exchange Ship

To America’s Shores 


Again over a thousand persons 
will be brought home from Japa- 
nese controlled territory in ex- 
change for a like number of 12386 
Japanese nationals. The steam- 
ship Teia Maru has sailed from 
Japan with its passenger list of 
Americans, Canadians and Latin

Mormugao, Portugese India, where 
it will meet the Gripsholm of the 
Swedish line with its list of per- 
sonnel. The Gripsholm will return 
to America, around Africa, making 
its first stop at Brazil to disembark 
passengers from South America 
and thence continue on to New 
York with the Americans and Ca- 
nadians. On board will be two 
alumnae of the Northfield Semi- 
nary: Miss Bessie M. Hille of Bath, 
N. Y., and Dr. Josephine C. Law- 
ney of Schenectady, N. Y. Mise 
Hille graduated with the class of 
1910 and has been serving as sec- 
retary of the Nan’tao Christian 
institution in Shanghai for many 
years. Dr. Lawney graduated in 
1906 and is a physician, serving 
as dean of women in the Christian 
medical college in*Shanghai. Miss 
Margaret B. Speer, who is well 
known to many Northfield friends, 
is also presumed to be exchanged. 
She has been a teacher and eda- 
cational missionary in China and 
will go to her home at Lakeville, 
Conn. She visited in Northfield 
frequently at the home of her 
brother, the late Elliott Speer, 
when president of the Northfield 
schools. 

Richard E. Hanson, who is a 
missionary with the Methodist 
board and has been in China, is 
expected. His son Peter Hanson ia 
a student at Mount Hermon school, 
Their home is in Scarsdale, N. Y. 

Also aboard the ship is Sheffield 
Galt, a brother of Mrs. Robert 
Raible formerly of Greenfield, but 
now of Dallas, Texas, where her 
husband is pastor of the Unitarian 
church.
